Between midnight and daybreak on Sun- 


day morning a niob of men, composed of 
leading Prohibitionists, bearing axes, picks 
and shovels, made a furious assault upon the 
saloon and residence. Chapin refused them 
admittance, and they pelted his house witb 
stones, one of which, passing through a win- 
dow, 
struck Chapin on tho head, fracturing 


his skull and throwing him to tho floor. The 
mob then forced, ics way through, the rear of 
tho liouso into tho saloon, opened tho • front 
doors and proceeded to completely destroy, 
with tho axes, tho bar fixtures and furniture 
of tho placa.

Cavalry "iii'TKltiiro" War*. 


[Fortnightly Review.] 


Among the military cations of the contit;- [ 


oat It is recognized that, so far rroro tho.timi j 
for the efficacious employment of cavalry 
either on tho battle-field or In enterprises 
against tho flanks or rear of an onoroy being 
past, o glorious' ftiftiro is dawning for that 
arm, an'd that opportunities will oriss when 
well-disciplinod, well-trained, and •woll-com- 
nmnded cavalry may, through Its power of 
scouring for itself comparative immunity 
from tho dangers to which other arnjs are in 
a higher ratio exposod, tako a leading port 
in tho conflict and perhaps decide tho fato of 
IL campaign. ^Among other highautboritios, 
Field Marshal Count iloltke has recorded his 
opinion that because in future tho destructive 
firo of artillery will necessitate a scattered 
formation, tho role ot cavalry will bu most 
important. 


History proves that without cavalry a vie 


tory is rarely brilliant. If cavalry Is bo a ton, 
according to Montocuculi, tho battlo is en- 
tirely lost; if, on tho other hand, it is vic- 
torious, tho victory is complete. From tho 
day when Hasdrtibal destroyed tbo, Roman 
host at Canncc until that on which, 8,000 
years afterward, tho Eritiih 
squadrons, 


charging the flanks at the old guard at 
"Waterloo, "prevented all rallying'1 aftar tho 
annihilation of tho Kronen cavalry, thifl 
axiom has been trua. In tho last 'groat war 
cavalry on both sides wore on several occa- 
sions nobly sacrificed in order to gain time 
for tbo infantry, or in heroic effort to avert 
disasters already irreparable, but neither in 
tha "death rides" of Worth or Eajonvillo, or 
in tbo terrible slaughter of Sedan, were tho 
losses as hoary us those incurred by cavalry 
in tho days of muzzle-loaders. 


That tlio elTect of tho firo of modem 


weapons, requiring as they do in their use 
considerable skill and n correct Judgment of 
distance, would bo very destructive to cavalry 
moving rapidly outsido tho lino of 400 yards 
remains to bo proved. In a trial which lately 
took placo in India botw«en three Gardner 
gnns and a detaclur.ont oC sixty picked shota 
lilo-firins at six stationary targets at 5S5 
yards, tho distance- Iwing unknown, the latter 
nmuc only twenty-four hits out of 411 rounds, 
mid at !'!X) yards volloy firing, tho distance 
being kno^-n, only thirLy-six hits out of G30 
rouncly. Tbe Gardnor guns were ovon less 
successful, a result highly encouraging to 
cavalry.
